June 15, 1994: New York/New Jersey is named to be an MLS fran- 
chise location. June 16-July 10, 1994: Giants Stadium plays host 
to seven sold-out World Cup Games on an impeccable Bermuda 
grass field. Nov. 1, 1994: Charlie Stillitano, the New York/New 
Jersey Venue Executive Director during the World Cup, is named 
Vice President.and General Manager of the MLS franchise, then 
known as the Empire Soccer Club. June 6, 1995: The original 10 
MLS franchises are in place. Metromedia's John Kluge and Stuart 
Subotnick are announced as the investor-operators of the team that 
will play in Giants Stadium. Aug. 4 and 6, 1995: The Empire 
Soccer Club shows commitment to local soccer fans by holding the 
Parmalat Cup. The event draws 80,000 spectators on two days. 
Benfica, Parma, Boca Juniors and the U.S. National team put ona 
grand show at Giants Stadium, which is once again adorned with a 
natural grass pitch. Oct. 17, 1995: The Palladium nightclub in New 
York is the host of "MLS Unveiled." Amid bright lights and high- 
decibel music, a world-class soccer league is born, complete with 
bold, colorful uniforms and some brash team nicknames.

Skinnerbox- Special Wild 

This tape actually portrays the styles of music they have been playing since 1987. All 
kinds of ska and reggae all on one tape. Props to the Stubborn Crew! (Stubborn) 
Warsaw- Warska 

This is your run of the mill “ska” album. It’s very 3rd wave and very Generic. Nothin 
Special. 

Spring Heeled Jack- Static World View

Venice Shoreline Chris- The 4-Track Adventures Of Venice Shoreline 
Chris 

Perhaps one of the best Moon releases of the year. Excellent Prince Buster type ska/ 
rocksteady. VSC is a one man show, Just Chris and his acoustic guitar, BUY THIS 
NOW! (Moon) 

Laurel Aitken- The Blue Beat Years 

This is Laurel Aitken. Very Traditional, hell...Laurel Aitken is one of the founding 
fathers of the institution. He hasn’t lost it and if you’re interested in getting into 
some older original ska this may be your ticket. (Moon) 

Hepcat- Scientific 

Hepcat is one of the best ska bands in this country. This CD surpasses “Out Of 
Nowhere” in excellence. There aint much more to say, buy it. If you’ve never heard 
of Hepcat then buy this now, if i didn’t know any better i would have thought these 
guys were around in the late 60’s.(BYO) 

Skavoovie and the Epitones-Fat Footin’ 

A descent more typical release of Moon Records. Very Well produced and recorded 
but definately lacks the energy the band has in their Demo tape and in their live 
show. Still ok, one of the better East Coast ska bands.(Moon) 

Let’s Go Bowling- Mr. Twist 

West coast ska isn’t particularly this publications favorite, and I’m afraid this is part 
of the reason. Take off your boots and grab your tennis shoes ‘cause this shits fast! 
The music isn’t terrible but it isn’t something ide listen to, these guys are trailing 
Spring Heeled but SPJ happens to be from the East Coast so... (Moon) 

Peacocks- Come With Us 

\‘m not sure what to say about it except i love it!!! This is a mix of Punk, Reggae, 
Mod, its just the shit! ! (Tudor Rock) 

Mark Foggo-Haircut 

Foggo drops his Skasters with out much of a change in sound - still very uppity and 
unique ska styling with a very specific sense of humor that comes through strongly. 
From the title track to ‘Ska In a Bar’, there are numerous modern ska jams here that 
makes life fun to live. One crazy man from Holland grinding the ska out - its differ- 
ent. (Skanky Little Productions) 
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Gadjits, the-Da Gravy On Yo’ Grits 
Very Op Ivy like ska from the midwest - this three piece suffers from completely 
underwhelming production that makes it sound very unloud, very hollow, and while 
theirs a few good licks here and there, the vocals and the songs remain unconvinc- 
ing. On the other hand, its great to hear a skapunk band that seems to actually have 
roots in ska as well as punk (rather than a bullshit punk band with a few ridiculous 
time changes to make it sound different than the other billion punk bands), and 
songs like ‘Corpse | Fell In Love Wife’ begs for rerecording with horns, keys anda 
nice double bass. Voco Ska) 
Slow Gherkin-Double Happiness 
This Cali band may have name eerily similar to Skankin’ Pickle, but that’s where the 
similarities stop - SG play a very varied mix of all styles ska, from a slow rock steady 
skank to a quick horny jump. Some of the vocals that were laid down could be 
replaced for great effect, but over all an entertaining, varied ska disc that stays 
away from the trap of a lot of ska today - saminess. (raj) 
Specials, the-Today’s Specials 
The Specials were primarily a cover band in their artistic peak, but it didn’t matter 
because their punky ska approach to a wide spectrum of songs from different genre’s 
made it their own. On this new record (the band minus the creative forces of Jerry & 
Terry) it is strictly covers of mostly songs already within the genre of reggae and ska. 
A cheesy commercial stab at a Neil Diamond song and not one but two Bob Marley 
tracks are a bit lame. The sound is modern reggae sped up, very mediocre. | reada 
review that this is what the third Specials record would sound like if they never 
broke up. Well, they broke up- this was not supposed to happen. If you want 
modern ska, stick to those making modern ska - the Scofflaws, Toasters, and Let’s Go 
Bowling, among others. (Kuff / Virgin) 
V/A-SKA: The Third Wave Volume 2 
After the label Coritinuum (which had no ska roots) went out of biz, the fungus 
grows still. Now hooking on to Skatalites home base of Shanachie, the second 
volume of ska aimed at the mainstream has yet another horrendous cover - a bad 
cartoon drawing of a skinhead with orange braces and green pants making a huge 
peace symbol to mean ‘#2’. The bigger ska bands wouldn’t touch this because of bad 
feeling generated from the first one, so this one concentrates on the bands who are 
more needy for exposure. While theirs a few good bands on here, when a comp 
opens up with Mock Turtle Soup, you know theirs a problem. Not nearly as good as 
the first one musically, but equally shitty for packaging. (Shanachie) 
Toots and the Maytals-Time Tough : The Anthology 
Toots Hibbert is perhaps one of the greatest ska, rock steady , reggae, soul, R&B and 
blues singers of all time and space, easily rubbing shoulders with Bob Marley AND 

F Otis Redding at the same time. This 41 track, 2 disc compilation covers his career 
from mid 60s to mid 80s, including ska anthems ‘John & James’ and ‘Broadway 
Jungle’, rock steady reggae standards like ‘Pressure Drop’ and ‘Do the Reggay’, and 
classic roots reggae like ‘Careless Ethiopians; and ‘Funky Kingston’. Any self-respect- 
ing skinhead should own this, if they really want to groove to reggae, soul and ska. 
Absolutely critical. (Chronicles / Island Jamaica) 
Skazel Tov!- Back To The Roots Demo 
This was recorded live at the Bitter End NYC on 4/21/96. The recording quality is 
typical of a live lowbudget demo...Shitty. The live show however is a different story, 
high energy, and awesome crowd response really liven up the tape. The ska is 
lighthearted and funny and full of Jewish Pride....Oi!...Vey!
